CHINESE WOMEN BUSY 
ORGANISING. * ” 


After three or four years of 
preparation on the~-partlof a 
group of ‘representative Chinese 
women in the Coloriy, the Chinese 
Young ‘Women's Christian As- 
sociation ig this week being 
organised. The Y.W.C.A. move- 
ment is some sixteen years old 
in China and has city Associa- 
tions organised in Shanghai, 
Peking. Tientsin, Canton,~ Foo-. 
chow and Changsha as well as 
student. associations—branches 
of the World Student Christian 
Movement—in some seventy-two 
mission and Government schools. 

The Association has for the 
present taken rooms at 59. Caine 
Road, where the various meetings 
and ciasses which have been 
planned to begin during the week 
of March 22nd will be-held and 
where two secreteries, one foreign 
and one Chinese, are already 
giving full time to tbe work. Al- 
though up to the present the 
programme arranged is entirely of 
a religious and educational char- 
acter, it is expected that as the 
work develops the organisation 
may be expended to meet various 
needs of Chinese women and 
girls’ which may arise. One 
rather pressing need at present 
is accommodation “for transient 
Chinese women travelling alone, 
of whom there is an ever-growing 
number and to whom the hotels 
are the only places open. It is 
hoped that when the Association 
outgrows its present quarters) 
as it .no doubt will in 
the near future, some arrange- 
ment may be made. for this. 

Yesterddy afternoon,a meeting 
for organisation - was held at 
which the Hoard was formally 
elected and the members received; 

on Friday a large general meeting 
is to be held to which ropresent- 
ative Chinese and foreigners have 
“been invited; on Saturday a 
mieeting for students from 
‘the various girls’ schools 
and on Sunday afternoon a 
Thanksgiving and Dedication 
service at which the Rev. Cheung 
Chuk Ling will give an address.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 


- oA “FISHY” CASE. 

Before Mr. Justice Gompertz 
this morning, the Odicial 
Receiver (Mr. J. D. Lloyd) ap- 
plied for an adjudicating order 
against Chan Yuk Shan, trading 
as Yung Han. . : . 

The Oficial Receiver, in mak- 
ing application, said a creditor's 
meeting had been held but pass- 
ed no resolution, electing the 
Official Receiver to do as he 
thought fit.. He wished to ex- 
plain the circumstances to His 
Lordship. On the 14th day of the 
eighth moon a fire took place in 
the debtor firm's place of business 
and the whole of the firm's assets 
wentupin smoke with the ex- 
ception of a small amount of tea. 
Very heavy insurance had been 
effected and $14,000 was collected 
fromvariousinsurance companies. 
The petition as drawn up showed 
two partners, "Chan Yuk Sim and 
Wong Yeung Po. At the pre- 
liminary enquiry held by the 
Police, they stated there were 
eleven partners. On looking 
through the books he (the Official 
Receiver) had discovered that 
since the fire took place at least 
two of the partners had received 
their capital back. aan 

His Lordship:—You found 
there were more partners? 

The Official ‘Receiver :-Yes; 
I have discovered that two other 
partners besides the two mention- 
ed were paid out shortly after 
the fire. They were not hig 
partners. , . 

The various claims date before 
the fire?—"Yes, I have also dis- 
covered that the petitioning 
creditor is a brother-in-law of 
Chan Yuk San and his business 
premises are just opposite the 
debtor firm. Therefore, I think 
it must be taken that he knew 
the details of the composition of 
the firm. Since the fire took 
place, $14,000 insurance has been 
received and they have also col- 
lected about $5,000 book debts, 
Two Summary Court actions 
were brought against the firm and 
in consequence this petition was 
brought by « creditor. I have 
been able to collect so far $1,000 
in book debts and perhaps’ I may 
be able to collect $100 more. A 
sum of $18,000 has been deposited 
somewhere orother. As faras I 
see it has been paid away to 
various people who were part- 
ners, .or . were alleged to 
ereditots,

These 
have been the foundation of all 
subsequent work; in develop- 
ments from it the Mission has al- 
ways taken on honourable share, 
and literature at, large is under 
infinite obligation to a distin- 
guished agent of the Society in 
Hongkong for what is still 
the standard English edition 
of the Chinese Classics. 


The Home Churches which 
support the Society are making 
noble efforts to meet the 
parlous situation created. by 
the. doubling or trebling of 
the sterling value of the dollar, 
but the trouble is and must still 
be severe. I cannot but think 
that if the facts were realised 
this Colony would do more for 
its oldest and broadest Mission 
thanis possible by. the some- 
what casual method ofa Sunday's 
collections ina single congrega- 
tion. .

AUSTRALIA. 


BRITISH-BORN MAN'S " 
PLIGHT. 


IN HONGEOSG PENDING | 
REMOVAL TO VLADIVOSTOK. 


Yesterday there called at the 
Telegraph office a Mr. Charles 
Alexander, who, on deportation 
from Australia, was brought here 
aboard the Tango Maru and hss 
been given accommodation by the 
local Police at the Tokyo Hotel 
pening decision as to whether he 
be sent on to Viadivostok, as 
intended ‘by the Australian 
authorities, Mr. Alexander, who 
claims to have been born of 
British parents at Mitau, in 
Courland, was, he says, pleced| 
under detertion .as an alten in 
Australia, was tefused egal 
advice and was shipped for what 
at the time of bis deportation was 
to him an unknown destination, 
with merely two suits of clothes 
and asmall sum of money, He 
was put aboard the Tango Maru 


‘|amongst the’ steerage passangers 


and on his arrival here he con- 
tracted influenza which necess- 
itated his removal to hospital 
where he remained until Monday 
last. A well spoken man, of good 
appearance, he expressed himself 
to us in terms of indignation 
regarding his treatment at the 
hands of the Commonwealth 
authorities. and pleaded that if he 
were to be sent to Russia it should 
be to European, and not Asiatic, 
Russia, as he was born in Cour- 


Tempest will be accompanied by

- Ha. bitterly complains at 
‘the prospect of being sent almost 
penniless to Vladivostok, with 
the scantiest of clothing, add says 
he is sure the Russian authorities 
there will have nothing todo with 
him. 

“My parents.” said Mr, 
Alexander, “died whilst I was very 
young, and I left Russia “soon 
ufter—when I was 16 years of age. 
That was inthe year 1902, and 
from then until 1908 I was in the 
British merchant service. [then 
went to Australia and remained 
there -until my deportation, 
following various occupations, 
latterly that of a* restaurant- 
keeper.” 


Asked what he did during the 
war, Mr. Alexander said:— 
“When the war started I tried to 
enlist but was rejected by the 
medical authorities. In 1916 I 
again endeavoured to get into the 
-Army, but again I was turned 
down by the medical authorities 
and issued a ‘reject’ badge which 
I still have in my possession. 
On several occasions during the 
war I tried to get a passport 
to Russia, where I wanted to go, 
but this was always refused as I 
was of military age, besides which 
there has lately been no author- 
ised Russian representative in 
Australia”. moa 


Questioned as to the circum- 
stances of his deportation, Mr. 
Alexander ‘said that whilst in 
Sydney he was several times 
asked if he were a naturalised 
British subject, and he always 
replied that he did not think it 
necessary to take out naturalis- 
ation papers, seeing that he was 
born of British parents. "On 
December 18 last, whilst I wagon 
a visit to Brisbane, I was seen by 
a Customs official and questioned 
aa to the place of my birth. When 
I told him that I was born in 
Mitau (Courland) and was not 
naturalised, I was politely. told 
that I would have to. pass a 
language test, the language to be 
any European language that they 
chose to select. To my surprise 
and amazement, they made the 
test in Italian and as that was a 
language of which I had no 
knowledge whatever, I was 
promptly told that I would 
be deported to Russia by the first 
available bogt.. So I was given 
into custody and taken to the 
Brisbane Central Police Station 
without further edo. There I

On getting 
aboard, I enquired where my 
cabin was, but the steward was 
quite surprised to see thet I was 
a European, as he ‘said the 
Customs people had booked me 
for Asiatic accommodation. There 
were some 150 Japanese men and 
women inthis department and it 
was amongst these that I had to 
remain. I had a mat tosleep on, 
and no blinkets, soap or towels 
were provided. You can imagine 
my plight. I was made the 
laughing-stock ofall the European 
passengers on bonrd when they 
saw me sitting amongst the Japan, 
ése attempting to eat their diet 
which consisted of rice, pickled 
seaweed, eatc., with the aid of a 
chopstick, However, ‘one of 
tbe European passengers who 
spoke Japanese fluently interven- 
ed on my behalf by pointing out 
to the Chief Steward that I could 
not possibly exist on such diet. 
Asa result, I was allowed to have 
my meals with the intermediate, 
or third-class passengers, for 
which I was very thankful, . 

“It. was then,” said Mr, 
Alexander, “that I learned for 
the first time that I was being 
sent to Hongkong, and I arrived 
here in due course. After 
we left Manila, the weather 
became very cold and as 
I had no warm underclothing 
with me,I took a bad chill and 
was feeling very ill when I] 
atrived here.on February 20th. 
The Police here put me into the 
Tokyo Hotel and the next day I 
collapsed and was forced to stay 
in bed. ' On the Sunday I became 
worse and the hotel people rang 
up the Police and told them that 
I was sick and could not possibly 
remain at the hotel. Iwas then 
taken” to. hospital. where, I 
remained until Monday last.”

construction on anybody but» themselves. Reading between the 
lines, we are inclinedito regard it-as a gentle hint to China that she 
‘had better make up her mind without further ado to consent to 
direct and early negotiation with Japan on the subject. 
_ The Times’ comments on the subject. are interesting, but we 
cannot say that they carry conviction with them. It is al] very 
well to hammer away at the necessity of a prompt settlement. The 
expression-of hopes like these do not lead us anywhere; they.are 
the obvious things to say, anyhow. What is of greater importance 
js that the settlement should be a just one, and if such a settlement 
is likely to be jeopardised by immediate action, then it would be a 
- thousand. times more preferable that, the subject were given 
considered deliberation. We do not want expediency to be 
the recurring and only factor in this Shantung business. 
Justice to all parties is the first and predominant ’ essential. 
There will be common agreement, outside of China and Japan, that, 
as the Times says. there has been a deal of avoidable misunderstand- 
ing on both.sides over this question, and a good point is made when 
it is asserted that China can gain. nothing by adhering to a purely 
obstructive policy.. But we cannot see anything inthe least degree 
unreasonable in China's contention that Japan should state the basis 
on which the proposed negotiations will be conducted. The Times 
says “there is something, thougl not very much” in this idea. But 
surely that would be a step in the direction of a settlement. Why, 
also, ia it too soon to place the responsibility of a final decision upon 
the League of Nations? Was it not to deal with questions of this 
very type that the League was established 2 Reference to the Coun- 
cil of the League might mean some delay, but what of that if China 
ia willing that the question be disposed ofin this manner? And after 
all, seeing that Shantung is a part of China, the Chinese desires 
“ must be taken into full account. or m . 

But the trouble-is that we cannot even yet glean either China's 
or Japan’s ideas on the matter. The lateat reported decision of the 
Chinese Government is to leave the. matter over for decision. until 
the country is united. That looks like being tantamount to shelving 
itfor ever. Then as to Japan, we are always hearing high-sounding 
declarations ax to Japanese honesty and purity of: metive, but we 
hear precious little about how those motives are to be displayed in 
actions. 80 far as we cas ses, the time hax. come when China mast 
make up her mind on what her policy really is. If she wants the 
matter dealt with by the League of Nations, then she had better say 
so officially and have done with it. Equally, if she is willing to 

- negotiate direct with Japan at once, let her declare this to the world 
This continual uncertainty and beating about the bush lead! us 
nowhere. It is high time to get down to business.

TRAFFIC s: AFETY LEAGUE 
FORMED. 


Material aid to Manila yovern- 
ment authorities in curbing 
.. pecklese driving of motor vehicles 
is now assured through the form- 
tionofa “Traffic Safety League,” 
tn be composed of the auto owners 
of the islands in general and of 
Manila in particular. , The 
organisation meeting, planned by 
the Automotive Trade Association 
of the Philippines, was held at the 
offices of the Manila Merchants’ 
Association, and before adjourn- 
ment the names of between 40 
and 50 prominent auto owners of 
the city’ were registered as 
members, obligated to do all in 
their power to cooperate with the 
police authorities in putting a 


stop td the reckless driving that } 


cost so manydives here and in the 
provinces’ during the past month 
or two. The organisation is 
assured of ample. funds for its 
support to be supplied by 
car dealers, and 
membership, it was decided, 
would include no fees of any sort. 
The meeting was called to order 
by Vice President Diehl of the 
Automotive Association, in the 
absence of the président, Julius 
Reis. and Mr. Herier~af the 
Pacific Commercial Company was 
chosen, as secretary. With this 
temporary organisation the mect- 
ing proceeded to discuss the 
formation of a citizens’ committee 
to aid in the proposed campaign. 
it being the sense of thove presen: 
that in addition to newspaper 
publicity and paid adv ertising the 
active cooperation of every car 
owner would be required to 
accomplish the desired. results. 
To this end letters will be sent 
by the secretary of the league to 
"every owner of a-car in the is- 
lands, enclosing an application 
¥blank for membership and re-} 
questing that a report be made 
giving the license number of “any 
car driven ina reovteSs, careless 
mannerto the /fdanger of other 
‘wehicles or pgdestrians. “Ot is; 
proposed to have these reports!

furnished, and to have that off-: 
cia] take up the matter with the 
chief of police or other proper 
authority, with a view to institut-

" Jt has been suggested that this 
be supplemented by a campaizn 
to induce the government to upen 
an adequate schools for the train- 
ing of chauffeurs; and this matter 
‘has been referred to Director 
Paez of the bureau of public 
works, who was named as chair- 
man of the legislative committee 
of the league. During the dis- 
cussion of this point, however, it 
was emphasized by Mr. Paez and 
Mr. Diehl, both of whom are in- 
timately acquaited with the situ- 
stion, that a majority of the 
serious accidents reported ere to 
Le traced to the’ driving of ex- 
perienced chauffeurs, perfectly 
able to handle their machines, 
but over-reckless.

He denied that much harm was 
done by unregistered dentists ;
